The Idea w as not far w rong 
if by it she m eant the spirit that presided 
over the birth of the .state. Poor George 
R ogers C lark w as not a very saintly 
character, b at he v/a.s brave and devoted, 
and he bullded b etter than ];e knew when 
he gave to the Ht ale of Virginia tho 
great fertile Illinois country. Judge Beck­ 
with wa8 told this thrilling utory in a 
clear and simple m anner, and has supplied 
the n arrativ e w ith a large numV>er of 
helpful note.'i. 
As supplem entary to the 
account of “C lark’H conquest of the Illi­ 
nois,” there i.s a large collection of iet- 
t(ïr.s from the Canadian archives. 
These 
letter« tell in a docum entary way of 
• the rap tu re of K askaskia and Vincennes, 
and also relate to a period which follow­ 
ed closely after, when the Indians of the 
AVaba; h and the Ohio valley w ere giving 
tho settlers on the frontiers so m uch 
anxiety. 
They Rive, also, a little idea 
of the labors of the M oravian m issionaries 
in Ohio. 


BUILDING OF FORT MASSAC. 


An interesting chapter of the book re­ 
lates to the location and building of F o rt 
M assac. 
It w;ie called F ort Ascension in 
honor of the day on which tho building 
of the fort w as be^un, then it was called 
F ort M assiae in honor of Mr. M assiac, 
m inister of the m arine and colonies of 
French. 
The fort was built under the 
direction of d ia rie s Philippe Aubry, a 
; 
F rench officer in America, who was later 
F rench 
governor 
of 
Louisiana. 
This 
A ubry w'as a brave fellow and took a 
prom inent p art in tho battle of F ort De- 
Quesne. 
The docum ent which tells of 
A ubry and the building of F ort M assac 
w as obtained directly from the French 
A rchives in P aris by Judge Beckwith, 
expressly for this book. 
The copies of 
letters from the C anadian archives were 
verified for proper nam es, by Mrs. AYeber 
who visited Ottaw^a. 
Canada for th at 
purpose. These letter.s were m any of thém 
w ritten by Am erican ofTicers and .«îent 
by m essengers, 
or “express” 
as they 
called the m essengers who made the long 
trips on horseback or on foot, through 
Indian wilds for the purpo.se of carrjirti^ 
hew s back to the states. 
M any of these 
[brave messenger.^; lost their lives. 
Some 
ell into tlie hands of the B ritish and 
li^d their letters confiscated and turned 
o \|e r 
th e 
B ritish 
authorities. 
W illiam 
IfV ers, Geqrge R ogers C lark’s inessen» 
çe r, w as killed and his letters were taken 
fro m his body, and are now in the B ritish 
A rchives. - George R ogers C lark . w as a 
proverbially bad character.

OBJECTS TO CHARGES OF 
FttAUBM ADE. 


Accuses Some One Connected 
Indian ^Igrhts Association of 
Discourtesy tn Making Public 
Investigation Report. 


W ashington, Sept. 6.—S ecretary H itch­ 
cock, of the interior departm ent to day 
made puljlic correspondence between him ­ 
self and P resident G arrett, of the. Indian 
R ights association, relative 
to, .recen t 
charges of frauds being perpetrated on 
Indians In the Indian T erritory. 
In his 
letter to G arrett, H itchcock calls attention 
to the fact th a t some one connected .with 
the Indian R ights a.ssociatlon had given 
to the press of the country . the re.sults 
of investigations said to have been m ade 
|jy an agent of the Indian R ights as.socla- 
tion and intim ating th a t grave irreg u lar­ 
ities on the p art of officials appointed by 
the governm ent to look a fte r Indian a f­ 
fairs liad 
lM?en discovered, 
H itchcock 
charges th a t the giving out of this .state­ 
m ent w ithout consulting him or w ithout 
giving officials 
involved a 
chance 
to 
m ake a plea in their own defense w as a 
violation of rules of courte.sies. 
H e as­ 
sures G arrett th at ho had already been 
investigating the charges of irregularities 
in the Indian T erritory, said Irregularities 
consisting m ainly in attem p ts to defraud 
Indians in the sale of their land. These 
charges he said had be<jn prom ptly denied 
and inve.stlgation had been dem anded by 
mem bers of the Dawes com m ission and 
Indian Inspector W right, 
who are, of 
course, entitled to tlie persum ption of 
innocence until proved guilty. 


In his rei>ly to H itchcock G arrett denies 
any Intentional discourtesy to the secre­ 
tary of the interior and said publication 
of the report Ilitolicock takes exception 
to w as m erely in accordance w ith the 
habit of tho Indian R ights association of 
giving to the public m atters in which 
they are Interested. G arrett expre.sses im ­ 
plicit confidence in 
itchcock and 
the 
integrity of his adm inistration and de­ 
clares no charges had been again.*}! m em ­ 
ber^, of the .Dawe.s 
com m ission, , the. 
châî*^^" ina&»:;belng general in character. 
B ut while G arrett begs to be acquitted 
of any intention of discourtesy, he closes 
by saying th a t he considers the charges 
of irregularities infinitely more im port­ 
an t than any adherence to 
m ere 
cour­ 
tesies. H e says too often governm ent of­ 
ficials appear to be under the infiuenco 
of m em bers of congress interested In 
them and inspectors too often seem to 
w hitew ash men u tterly unfit for their 
positions.

Kokomo, Ind., Sept. 6.—Two years ago 
H enry Downey, of the Downey cab and 
tran sfe r , aine, 
this city, w ent totally 
blind. 
T his w eek his sight cam e back 
to lilfh. m ysteilously and com pletely. 
H e 
w ent to bed sightless one night. The next 
m orning he -awpke w ith restored vision. 


“The doctors say it is a m iracle,” said 
Downey, “ but It'Is a fact. W hereas I w as 
blind, now I see. 
A t first I could not 
realize it. I pinched m yself and ran about 
the room to m ake sure I w as aw ake, 
fearing I w as still asleep and dream ing. 
The g rea t flood of light dazzled and con­ 
fused me. 
The surroundings w ere new 
and unfam iliar. 
I w as staggered and .so 
bewildered th a t I first thought I had 
gone mad. 
I had lost all conception of 
color, form , distance and tim e, and every­ 
thing seemed new. 
I w as a new ly-born 
babe In a world of ; sunshine, 
I now see 
as well as I ever dill, and appreciate the 
blessing of sight as I never did in my 
life before. 


“The doctors said the optic nerve w as 
killed and th a t I would never see again. 
They w ere m istaken, the nerve w as only 
paralyzed, not dead. 
I could not move 
tho eyeballs or close the eyelids. 
They 
had a den.so film, characteristic of total 
blindness, and my recovery of sight Is a 
m arvel to the medical w orld.” 


Mr. Downey left to day on a sight-seeing 
tour, and proposes to m ake good u.se of 
his . new ly-acquired vision from now on. 
He is 25 years old and has a w ife,^n d 
children,

WITHOÜT RAILROADS 


Calhoun County 
Reduced to 
Mules and Steamboats for 
Transportation 


Quincy, Sept. C.—Callioun county Is one 
of the chief m ourners at the funeral of 
the Q., C. & St. L. 
This road afforded 
the only transportation facilities, aside 
from m ules and steam boats, which the 
county has had. and when Sweeney’s 
gang began tearing up the track on the 
eastern bank of tho Illinois last week, the 
people of Calhoun felt th a t they w ere be­ 
ing condetijned, to aoUtary confinement. 
Passengerj«,.m ail, express and freig h t for 
H ardin, the county seat, and for other 
points, w'ent over th a t line to Colum­ 
biana, were ferried acro.ss to Kam psville, 
and from there were sent out In various 
directions by s ta r route.s, stages and farm 
wagons. 
And th a t operation w as re­ 
versed when Calhoun citizens or prod­ 
ucts em erged into the outside world. 


Quite often a t a season of high w ater 
the ferryboat would be obliged to m eet 
a h andcar half w ay up the track to El- 
dred, and both would have to cast anchor 
while exchanging pa.ssengers and cargoes. 
C aihounites had frequent occasion to say 
things about the road th a t w ouldn’t look 
well in print, but now they are in cack- 
cloth and ashes over its departure.

THE ATTITUDE 


OF BULGARIA 


OUR ITBÜTRAI.ITY IN MACE­ 
DONIAN QUESTION 


Council of Ministers so Decide 
at Recent M eeting—Reports of 
Villages Burned and Inhabi­ 
tants Murdered by Turks. 


Sofia, B ulgaria, Sept. 6.—According to 
reliable reports from V arna a t a recent 
council of m inisters presided over by 
P rince F ernlnand a t the Palace of Huxino- 
igrad. It w as resolved B ulgaria should con­ 
tinue to m aintain an attitu d e of strict 
n eutrality in the M ecadonian question 
and fu rth er th a t the 
m ost 
stringent 
m easures would be adopted to prevent 
anything likely to cause disturbance in 
B ulgaria’s relations w ith Turkey. 
. 


The Autonomic publlslies the nam es of 
fifty villages burned by the T urks In the 
d istricts of Resen, K ostur and Brushevo. 
T urks burned four villages in the district 
of St. Ru.shkopolis and m urdered a priest. 
Tho population fled to tho m ountains, 
T urks have destroyed all flour mills in 
tho dl.‘itrlct of Boson and every church. 
A fight is reported to have taken place 
a t tho village of Vetr.sko, district of 
Kum anovo, between insurgents 
and 
a 
Turki.sh battalion. 
It lasted four hours 
and the T urks lost heavily. 


R eports 
have 
reached 
revolutionary 
headquarters here of atrocities by T urks 
in the villags of VelmostI, district of 
Dobro. Troops and bashl-bazouks are said 
to have surrounded the village and part 
of them entered and began plundering 
houses and a.s.sauiting women. O ther sol- 
dier.*» rem ained outside and killed those 
inhabitants who tried to e.scape. 
The 
T urks then set fire to tho village in four 
places, burning tweU^e women and chil­ 
dren. 
One child was hanged. 
A ltogether 
sixty peasants were killed and their bodies 
left lying In the street, 


REVOLUTIONISTS BLAMED. 


Con.stantinople, Sept. 6.—Survivors of the 
H ungarian steam er V askapu, wliich -w'as 
destroyed in tho Black .sea Sept. 1 by ex­ 
plosions, attributed to B ulgarian revolu­ 
tionists, while on her way from V arna, 
B ulgaria, to Constantinople,- sta te th a t 
tw o explosion.^ occurred on board the 
steam er last Tuc.sday.

Mr. -Reynolds 
is

nci)he\v of Mr. Kalph lÍ4*ynolds, df 
this city, and has visited Jackson­ 
ville. The friends of this well known 
family will be interestcfl in reading 
the following? from the Times: 


"M r. T. Reynolds was born at G reat 
'iilcek'stun in J.SW. 
He is a mem ber of ui; 
old Fylde fam ily, his father belonginti 
to the Rabys, of Myer.scough Lodge, and 
his m other’s side to C atterall’s of M yers- 
cough Hall. D uring hi.s boyhood and early 
m anhood the .subject of our sketch as­ 
sisted his father, who w as a m anufacturer 
and dealer in brn.shcs, which were in 
those days used largely for lighting pur­ 
poses, 
and which 
were got from the 
sw am ps in Ireland. 
In 1869 Mr. T. Rey­ 
nolds cam e w ith his cousin to Fleetwood, 
and commenced to trade in Iri.sh pi'oduce. 
A few years afterw ards he commenced 
business on his own account, e:<tending 
his field of operations to the Am erican 
and C ontinental trade. Along w ith other 
Fleetwood gentlem en he used to ch arter 
vessels w ith foreign produce, and he still 
carries on business as a provision m er­ 
chant. Mr. Reynolds has for years taken 
a g reat Interest in political and religiou.s 
m ovem ents, being an enthusiastic liberal 
and N onconform ist. 
He w as a meml>er 
of the executive of the N orth Lanca.shlre 
Liberal association, and years ago, before 
the re-dlstrlbution of seats, he worked 
along w ith such men as the present duke 
of Devonshire, Lord E dw ard Cavendish, 
Sir Jam es Ram sden, Sir Thom as Storey, 
Mr. John Fell, Mr. .T F. Fenw ick, and 
others. 
On the death of Mr. A lexander 
Carson, who w as a m em ber of the Fleet­ 
wood school board, Mr. Reynolds w as 
chosen to fill the vacancy, but a t the end 
of his term of olTice he did not seek re- 
election. 
H e w as a m eber of the old 
science and a rt com m ittee, and has been 
connected w ith the technical instruction 
com m ittee since it w as first form ed.

w ith the C ongregationalists, and at the 
present tim e is a deacon of the F leet­ 
wood Congregational church. 
H e is also 
the president of the 
Fleetw ood 
F ree 
Church council. 
H e is an ard en t .tem­ 
perance advocate, and \»ras the first presi­ 
dent of the Fleetwood ITnited Tem perance 
council. 
H e is a m em ber of the council 
of the Fleetwood C ham ber of Commerce, 
a m em ber of the Liverpool Produce ex­ 
change, 
and 
has also served on 
the 
F ylde board of guardians. 
Along w ith 
the late Mr. T. Riley, J. P., Mr, Reynolds 
w as one of the prom oters of the F air- 
haven E state com pany, and Is one of the 
oldest regular travelers on the P reston & 
W yre railw ay. 
D uring his residence In 
Fleetwood Mr. Reynolds has alw ays béen 
one of those who had g reat confidence in 
the fu tu re of the town, and th e la test 
Illustration of this hits been his erection 
of a flne block of buildings a t th e corner 
of V ictoria street, a t a cost of several 
thousand dollars/*

The British possessions were de­ 
scribed as New Britain, Upp«r Cana­ 
da, Lower Canada, Newfoundland 
Island, New Brunswick, Nova Scotia. 
Cape Breton Island and St John’t 
Island. 


The United States was composed of 
the Districts of Maine, New Hamp­ 
shire, Vermont, Rhode Island, Con­ 
necticut, New York, New Jersey 
Pennsylvania, Delaware, 
Michigan 
Territory, Ohio Territory north oi 
the Illinois river. Upper Louisiana 
Indiana Territory, Maryland, Dist. oi 
Columbia, Virginia, Kentucky, North 
Carolina, outh Carolina, Tennessee 
Georgia, Mississippi Territory and 
Orleans. 


Spanish America included East 
Florida, New Mexico, California and 
Old Mexico: 


Aboriginal America included the 
territory lying north of New Mexico 
and Louisiana, west of tlfo British 
Possession and east of the Russian. 


After describing the eastern and 
northern boundaries of the United 
States the book goes on to say: 


From the shore of Lake Superior 
across the Grand Portage to Winni- 
pec river and down the middle of 
that river, through Rainy Lake, to 
the northwest corner of Lake of the 
Woods; thence due west to the Misr. 
sissippi and down the middle of that 
river to latitude 31 degite*-, tliencc- 
due east to the middle of Apalachi­ 
cola, and down that river to its junc­ 
tion with the Flint river; thence in 
a straight line to the head of' St. 
Mary’s river, and down that river to 
the ocean. 


It adds that Louisiana might be 
regarded as. a part of the United 
States, but was not included in the 
foregoing description, blit was de­ 
scribed under a separate head as an 
annexed territory. 


Religiously the denominations of 
that period are mentioneci: Congre- 
gationalists, Presbyterians, Episcopal­ 
ians, Friends, Methodists, Baptists, 
German Lutheran, Dutch Reformed. 
Roman Catholics, Moravians, Men-^ 
nonists, Tunkers, Universal is ts and 
Shakers 


The Congregationalists, the most 
numerous, had probably 1200 churches 
with an equal number of ministers 
and candidates. 


Next came the Presbyterians with 
five synodas, thirty-six presbyteries, 
772 congregations or churches, 4.34 
ministers, besides a number of li­ 
centiates. 


In 1808, the book says, the Episco- 
pals had in New England sixty-three 
churches and forty-eight ministers; 
in 
the 
middle states, sixty-eight 
churehcs and sixty-six ministers, and 
in the southern, 10.5 churches and 111 
ministers, in all 240 churches and 213 
minisfers. 


The Friends abounded mostly in 
the middle states with 400 congre­ 
gations and a few InJRhode Tsland. 


The Methodists were found most­ 
ly in the interior of the southern 
states, though they were scattered 
about the union. 
They then slyled 
themselves The United Societies of 
the Methodist Episcopal church. 


In 1793 the Baptists 
had 
1,032 
churches with 1,291 ministers and 
al>out 73,471 members and at the time 
of the publishing of the book they 
had probably increased some. 


Tte Lutherans had about 100 con­ 
gregations in Pennsylvania and New 
York. They were of German extra^ 
tion and the German Calvinisti wero; 
about equally numerous, the two de­ 
nominations living together in per­ 
fect harmony. 


The Dutch Reformed church com­ 
prised about eighty congregations, 
composing one synod. 


Roman Catholics were more nu­ 
merous in Maryland, and probably 
ampuntc^ to 75,000. They had one 
archbishop in ^Itim oie, one bishop 
in Boston, one in New York,, one in 
Philadelphia and one in Bai^stown, 
Ky. Except in Maryland they were 
found mostly in cities and were gen­ 
erally foreigners or the immediate 
deacende^ts of, such. 
. ? 


The Korayiims were introduced in­ 
to the 
tates by Count Zinsr 
endo^ in 1741 and in 1788 amoi^t^d 
to about ^,000 persons, with setU^ 
ments ln ^thlebem , Nazareth and

Tl¿ Tunkers derived their name 
from the word tunken, meaning to 
put a morsel in sauce. They first ap- 
Ikiared in America in 1719 and their 
I>rincipal settlement was in Ephrata, 
Pa. 
There they 
had ' about 2,000 
members besides some in Marylami 
and elsewhere. 
; 


The author remarks that the Uni- 
versalists were divided 
into 
two 
sects, the followers of Dr. Chauncey 
and those of John Murray. The lat­ 
ter had a constitution by which they 
were, governed. 
Their congregations 
were not numerous, but the number 
of those who hoped their doctrines 
were true was increasing.. 


The Shakers were a small sect 
which had existed since 1774, when a 
few came from England to New 
York. Their pi’incipal settlement was 
at Nisqueunia, above Albany. 
They 
had others in New I^banon, Enfield, 
Conn.,' and Canterbury, NI .II. 


A small sect called the Sandeman- 
ians had existed, but was nearly ex­ 
tinct. 


The Jews were not numerous ; they 
had synagogues in New Port, New 
York, Philadelphia, Charleston and 
Savannah. Their whole number in the 
world viras estimated at 3,000,000. 


The author noted 
the 
amazing 
growth in the ix>8tal service with 
considerable satisfaction. 
In 1791 
there were seventy-five postofiFices in 
the country. From Jan. 1; 1790, to 
Oct. 1, 1809, the postal receipts were 
$5,305,093 and the expenses $4,549,- 
001.55; but as thè number of offices 
increased the service failed to be 
self-supporting, beginning in 1809. 


At that time the principal cities 
of the union were New York, Phila­ 
delphia, Baltimore, Boston, Charles­ 
ton, S. C., Salem, Providence, Rich­ 
mond, Albany, Washington, Newark, 
T^ncaster, Portland, Newport, Ports­ 
mouth, Newburyport and Savannah. 
It was not until many years after 
that time that the now second city 
in the union was even though of, 
while the sites of a great many which 
largely surpass several in the list giv­ 
en were “part and parcel of a howl­ 
ing wilderness.” 


The great post road of the country 
was one extending from Maine to 
in the unioii was even thought of 
the coast and passing through the 
chief seajwrts 
Its length was some 
1,600 miles. 
It was good as far as 
Philadelphia and after that indiffer­ 
ent, and a proposition to make it 
turnpike all the way at a cost of $4,- 
800,000 had been made. 


Flax then entered largely into use 
in families and the number of ham 
cards in use in 1809 was 240,000 pairs. 
In the same year 20,000 square feet 
of cards for carding machines were 
made, A'alucd at $200,000. The wire 
for all was imported amounting to 
twenty-five tons and valued at $40,- 
000. 
The annual im port, of 
hats 
amounted to $350,000 and the ex­ 
ports to $100,000. 


Straw bonnets and hats were made 
in a small district in Rhode Island 
and Massachusetts, but the attempt to 
print calico had proved a failure as 
far as profits were concerned 
The exports of manufactures for 
the 
year 
ending 
Sept. 10, 1810. 
amounted to $2,174,000. 


Only 200,000 pounds of gunpowder 
were imix>rted iind it v.*as hoped that 
eventually tlx^ United States would 
[)e able to produce"ot-home all the 
powder needed in the couiitry. 


Though there was considerable salt 
made, the country had to import up­ 
wards of 3,000,000 bushels to supply 
the neetls for that necessary article.

Mr, B. P. Peters, chief clerk, havlng^ 
charge of the navy department exhibit at 
the world’s fair, St, Louis, has formu­ 
lated plans for his exhibit which will 
inake it undoubtedly the most notable 
and novel in the history of government 
participation "in expositions. The depart­ 
ment as a whole has an exceptional op­ 
portunity to contribute to the greatness 
of the exposition. By its unsurpassed ex­ 
hibit in the government building; the de­ 
tail of a battalion of marines in their 
model camp on the exposition grounds: 
and the proposed detail of a squadron of 
men-of-war at St, Louis when the ex­ 
position opens, this department will aid 
more to the success of the exposition 
possibly than any other. The new feat­ 
ures which Mr, Peters will have in his 
exhibit will render it intensely interest­ 
ing. 


The most Important feature of the ex­ 
hibit will be an exact sizet^ model of an 
American man-of-war, showing that por­ 
tion of the ve.«isel from the bow back 
a distance of 118 feet to about the first 
smokestack. 
The model will not be 
reproduction of any particular type of 
ship, but will contain features peculiar 
to battleships,, cruisers 
and 
gunboats.

This niodel will occupy the central por­ 
tion of the naval exhibit, and will be 
free of access to visitors, who thus.will be 
enabled to examine carefully and at close 
range a modern American man-of-war. 


Next in importance to the warship model 
will be the exhibition hourly, while the 
government building is open, 
of 
bio­ 
graph motion scenes, illustrative of the 
life and duties of the crews on United 
States men-of-war. 


These moving pictures will be thrown 
on a 20-foot canvas and were taiken dur­ 
ing the summer maneuvers of the North 
Atlantic* squadron off the coast of New 
England. The scenes reproduced show the 
races, fire quarters and general muster. 


In addition to these radical changes in 
his former plans. Mr. Peters will exhibit 
an exact model of the new naval acad­ 
emy at Annapolis in miniature, showing 
in detail the buildings and grounds (as 
they will be when completed) for which 
congress has appropriated 110,000,000. 


Other features of thenavalexhibit wlllln- 
clude about thirty models\ of 
United 
States men-of-war, battleships, cruisers, 
gunboats, torpedo boats, torpedo *boat 
destroyers, etc., similar to those now on 
exhibition in the navy department at 
Washington.

Separate exhibits from the d^erent 
department bureaus ,such as the division 
of supplies and accounts, constrijcti >n and 
repair, navigation, equipment and ord­ 
nance, will be arranged. In addition there 
will be numerous features of great innter- 
est. which have been outlined hereto­ 
fore. 


In order properly to guard the naval 
section, a'nd for the purpose of daily 
drills, a battalion of 200 United States 
marines will be detailed for duty on the 
exposition grounds. Their camp will serve 
as a perfect exhibit of a modern marine 
camp.

A halfpenny's worth of oatmral 
served one of these threadmlll culprifn 
for the long period of five weeks. In 
that time it made 3,350 threads of 25 
Inches, and as a penny was paid to wom­ 
en for every hank made in the ordinary 
way the mouse, M that rate, earned nine 
pence evpry six weeks, just one farthliir 
a day. or seven shillings six pence a year. 
Taking sixpence off for board and allow­ 
ing one shilling for machinery, thcro 
was a clear yearly profit from each 
mouse of six shillings. 


Mr. Hutton firmly Intended to apply

ELECTRICITY Hi THE BODY.

! It may strike you as rather strange to 
be told that at times your Ixxly is noth­ 
ing less than a dynamo, fuiiy chárged 
with clectrlcîty. Nevertheless, accord­ 
ing to Sir James Grant, an eminent 
English physician, as a result of sud- 
. den draughty and the contraction of 
; ordinary, colds, the human . body be­ 
come« charged with irlectrlcty to a sur- 
. prising degree. 
. The èlcctrlctly generated under such 
circumstances is not to* be despised, 
says a writer in .the Detroli Tribune. It 
. is of Just as good a quality as that de­ 
rived from the regular electric batterj', 
although, of course, its quantity is too 
Insignificant to be utilized for aay prac­ 
tical purpose. 


The main effect upon the .victim is to 
make bU muiscles hard and teàfre, a fact 
wlilch often leads him to imagine that he 
is miffering from some kind of mu^ular 
rheumatism. 
Indeed, physicians, aftcY 
a superficial examination,- sometimes 
diagnose the case in.the sainé way. The 
trouble, however, is simply that the 
muscles have become charge^ with elec> 
iricliy to an unusual degree. 


No less strange than the aliment it­ 
self is the remedy adopted by Slr James 
Grant some years ago< and now.fi»llowe{i 
by many other physicians.

A tafalespooniui of lemon julcc added 
to the water in which rice Is boiling ii 
said to aid in making the rice whiter and 
keeping the grailiü separate. 


To fro^ a bathroom window dissolve 
epsom »alta with vinegar, apply .to tho 
glass with a brush and when dry give 
'It a coaling of white varnish. 


Stop crack» in a wall with plaster of 
parlSr but mix the plaster with vinegar, 
not with v/ater, for vinegar prevents its 
setting too quickly and makes it easy 
of manipulation. 


Tar on cotton fabrics can be removed 
by covering the spots with butter and 
allowing It to remain for some hours be­ 
fore the garment Is washed. The fresh­ 
er the stain the more easily will it com« 
out 


To prevent the Juice running out of 
a fruit pie make a roll or tube of cJeao 
white paper and stand it upright 
through the crust. 
This will let the 
steam escape and prevent the Juice from 
tolling over. 


To keep a rubber plant in condition it 
must have plenty of earth, plenty of 
water and a shower bath once a week. 
When it ha.s dried, after this bath, wipe 
the leaves and sponge them with milk; 
this treatment acts as food, as well as 
making them rich and glossy. A rub­ 
ber plant should have plenty of light, 
but no direct sunshine, and csire should 
be taken to [jrevent the water from 
Standing in ihc pot; keep the ground 
moist, but do not soak the roots with 
standing water. 


To set the color In black stockings, 
tights, etc., place the garments in a solu­ 
tion formed of one gallon of warm water 
to two tablespoonfuls of beef gall. Let 
them remain till the water is cold, 
squecy.e, sliake and dry out of the sun. 
Do not use a wringer. Another way of 
treating black stockings icotton) is to 
wash them In warm soapsuds and rinsQ 
In water of the same temperature, to 
which a little vinegar bas been added. 
This has the effect of mercerizing tho 
stockings 80 that they will keep their 
color till worn out. 


Here is a hint for the possessors of 
lace collars. When you desire to clean 
the collar, put some shaved soap into 
boiling water and drop in the lace, stir­ 
ring It around until the dirt Is out of it. 
Add to a teacupful of hot water one tea- 
Bpoonful of gum arable; dip the lace In 
this, squeeze partly dry and smooth out, 
pinning down each point and corner on 
a board covered with muslin. When dry, 
the collar will be foimd to look as good 
as new. This suggestion will be of serv­ 
ice to owners of the large cape collars 
now so fashlonoble, which defy ama­ 
teur elTorts In the way of “doing up." 


Before a new print goes Into the tub 
set the colors. The way of doing that 
depends on the colors. For green, blue, 
pinkish purple, mauve and aniline reds, 
soak ten minutes In alum .water, using 
four ounces of alum to a tub of water. 
For the madder tints, soak In sugar of 
lead solution—an ounce of the.salttoa 
gallon of water. For black, black and 
white, grays-and deep purples, dissolve 
a handful of coarse salt in a».tu.b of wa­ 
ter and soak al)Out seven minutes. Some 
blacks are made fresher and more per­ 
manent by putting strong black pepper 
tea Into the first suds. It,is best to try 
the color of anything by wetting a 
small piece in the %’’arlous solutions, and 
using that from which it comes out 
brightest

States array ofllcon- Dffore the civil 
war It was 2.fmost the customary thing 
for omcers stationed In Oregon or Wash­ 
ington Territory to consort with Iitdian 
girls. At Tacoma or Seattle the visitor 
often has pointed out to him half-breeds- 
who bear the names of some of the mo.<it 
fllstlngulshcd of civil v/ar geri.er.iis and 
who are knov/n to be the sons or oauglf- 
ters of these ofllcers. It Is? explained that 
when these officers were young lleu- 
tonantfl they were stationed in the wilds 
of the northeast frr from the society 
of women of their own kind; that they 
needed housekeepers; that it was tho 
cu.sfom of the region for v.'hite men to 
consort with Indian maidens; that, ac­ 
cording to Indian standards, there was 
nothing wrong about it and that from 
every standpoint It was advantageous 
to the girl taken for a temporary wife. 


At the little town of Puyallup, ten 
miles from Tacoma, there are tv/o fine- 
iooking men who bear thp name of a gen­ 
eral who for ajong time was i»t the head 
of the quartermaster’s department of the 
U nited States arm y . Thrse men ore th e 
'■ nnn of tho general. He marrisd their 
mother, a Puyallup Indian, when he wns 
n lieutenant and sii»tionf>d at the Puy­ 
allup Indian agency long before the civil 
v/ar. 
In later years he married an 
American woman in the far east and 
reared a family. But he did not aban­ 
don his family on the Pacific coast. His 
.<^or.s were taken east and put through 
one of the leading colleges. He freouent- 
ly visited them and openly acknowl­ 
edged them. On one occasion, at least, 
he was accompanied by his American 
w ife, who seemed to know, the circum­ 
stances and to have accepted them philo­ 
sophically. His Indian wife lived for 
some years after he had married his 
American spouse, though he never vis­ 
ited her. But old-timf rs about Tacoma 
vdil tell the visitor how he made her 
o\d age corafortablp while caring as a 
fn *her should for the sons of their mar­ 
riage.

The Venetian people ot to-day are 
coarse and g'audy In their tastes, pleae- 
uro-!oviug, admiring display, even cur- 
laiiiijg their meager diet in order to ob­ 
tain some fondly desired article of 
showy attire, says a London newspaper.

The Ve­ 
netian lion has a knowing countenance, 
as becomes bis high estate, and rests one 
pav/ on an open copy of the Holy Book. 
When Napoleon II. during his conquest 
of Italy visited Venice he removed many 
of her most valued antiquities and relics 
to Paris, among them the Hon. Atfer 
fche fall of the empire these spoils Were 
restored to their rightful ownere, but 
unfortunately during his travels the 
lion had relaxed bis grasp on the Book, 
which was lost A new copy v;as at 
once supplied him,, and now only an ex­ 
pert tan detect the difference. St. 
Mark's Hon, constant companion of thV 
Evangelist, and the Gospels are sup-^ 
posed to be contemporaneous, a fact 
which caused a celebrated wit lo Inquire 
whether the i^ent copy, now resting 
under the lion’s paw was not the latest 
revised edition.

Several .sources of anxiety on the stock 
exchange are either disappearing: or have 
become m uch less .icute th an a t any tim e 
this year. Anion.:; thene are the m onetary 
outlook, the* crop ijituation, the supply of 
undigested securities, the labor agitation, 
and the cotton corner. It i.s perfectly cor­ 
rect to say th a t all of the.se problem s are 
m uch less perplexing to day than a t any 
tim e .since their creation, and the prob­ 
ability is th a t the d istru st w hich they 
have engendered will gradually disappear 
in the absence of fu rth e r unfavorable 
developm ents.

A most disastrou.«* wreck occurred 
on the Chicago & Alton railroad one 
and one-half miles south of Green- 
view, Sunday morning about 8 :iiO 
o^•lock, cau.sed by the explosion of 
an tingine. Engineer ITptcm was in­ 
stantly killed and Fireman Keltner 
rendered unconscious and nearly half 
his body scalded. 


The accident happened 
as 
train 
Ko. 8.3, the 
Chicago 
merchandise 
freight, was going down grade and 
the damage was all the greater on 
this account. 
The engine that ex­ 
ploded was known as Ni>. .^41 and 
was of the battleshii> class. 
The 
n»onstc*r itself was utterly demolish­ 
ed and the trucks laniled crosswise 
on the tr?|ck. The boiler and firebox 
were found one-fourth of a mile 
apart in different directions and the 
bi*ll of the engine was found a half a 
mile away. 


Piftciis of the wreckage were found 
scattered for a radius of a cjuarter 
of a mile and 2(M> feet of track was 
completely tf>rn up with the rails and 
ties intermixed in a tangled mass. 


'riie accident happened nearly op])o- 
site the residence of Homer J. Tiec* 
and here Fireman Keltner was at 
once taken and eared for until the 
arrival of a surgeon. 


Won! was at on(*e sent to Blooming­ 
ton f(»r a VvTticktir and Trainmaster 
Bemis left Roodhouse on a special, 
pieking up all the* section nton and 
sui>{)lies necessary betwe< n Kooiliiouse 
and Green view.' 


Dr. Carl E. Black, thf‘ ecnnpany's 
surge«»n, boarded the special, which 
arrivcfl her«» 
at 
Kh.'jO, and which 
reaebi‘d the scene of the wreck about 
11 ::J0 o’eock. 


In the mcEintime, the* crew of the 
freight train and otlu'rs had been 
served with breakfast at the lionu* of 
^\lr. Tiee, who did t‘verything in liis 
power to render aid and assistance. 


The south bound train due here at 
10:10, was blockaded and the ]iussen- 
gers transferred te» the special. 
I'ln* 
latter, on the return, reaching here 
about 2:4.’i in the afternoon. The in­ 
jured fireman, still in an uncoiiseions 
condition, was brought to Passavant 
hos¡)ital an<l liis ei»ndition is reirard- 
ed as very grave. 


The head brakeman of the train 
met with a liieky eseapi». having goru» 
back to tlic caboítáíí just before the ex­ 
plosion occurred. Had he been in his 
u.sual place «»n top of the third or 
f«»urth ear he would have met an aw­ 
ful fate, as these cars were carried 
against the wr(!cked engine by the 
momentum of the train and were a 
tangled mass. 
In all, eight cars of 
the train. w«‘re more or less damaged. 


A large force of men went to work 
on the wreck upon the arrival of the 
wreck train from Bloomington and 
about (I o^-'lock Sunday evening the 
track was in |)assable contlition. 


The (‘.ause of the exposi(>n will i>rob- 
ably never be definitely known, bnt it 
was doubtless due to some fault in 
the working of the injector.
